THK EIFFEL TOWEU. 

Tho London correspondent of the New 
York Evening Post says, April 1: The 
Eiffel tower in Paris, 1,178 feet high, 
was completed yesterday. I was up to 
the l.OOO feot mark Ust, Wednesday. 1 
ascended with M. Clemenceau,. Admiral 
Maxse, and Miss Max8ci,'a-"girl;bf six- 
teen, who was the' 'finiii'''Ii(dy;i> td reach 
that altitude.r At d ,00Q feet- the wuid • 
ing iron (.stair, .stopped. I crawled 
aeross' tli'e'plank oyer , tho abyss on my 
hon'ds^nd-kneiBWy^'On'rismgTp^iiiy feet ' 
I stumbled, but fiN^natoly rogiained my 
balance and did not fall oil' the exposed 
platform, but the moment was some- 
what ghastly. Thou M. Clemenccau and 
I-began the ascent of ladders about thii-ty 
feet nigh. Tho ■« ind wos-lilowing hard, 
and there was a slight slunyer of bail. 
It was bitterly cold. The larldcrs 
shook under the ascent, and I persuailed 
M. ('lemenceau to desist. His hands 
were so cold that he might have slipped, 
and the consequences to tho Republic 
would have been calamitous. We came 
down the ladder, and felt much more 
comfortable when wo once more were on 
the staircase. The ascent by elevators 
will be accomplished in live minutes. 
To walk up the spiral staircase requires 
forty minutes. l5y the electric light on 
the summit it is expected that a person 
seven miles away can read a newspaper 
The light will be visible for forty miles. 
There is a restaurant on the first land- 
ing, at the height of the Tower of Notre 
Dame. Spiers & Pond are the Knglisli 
lessees of this restaurant. The tower is 
very graceful, and is ^yisiblp from all 
parts of Paris, The wind, ''ifhis^les'l in 
the iron girders aii''it'i^hiBllea in the 
r.igging of a ship. 

A CURIOUS CU8T0.M. 

A very curious custom of the Vienna 
Hofburg was brought before the {)ublic 
by the death of Cro^wu Prince Rudolph. 
On tho day after his death an under- 
taker at Vienna received the order for 
au oak coffin, to bo delivered on the 
same day. The man asked for a little 
more time, but the order was that the 
coflin must be delivered the same day, 
<itherwise it would be of no use. What 
was tho reason for this haste f The 
Crown Prinuo lay already in his coflin, 
and no ono elso had died at the Hof- 
burg. Presently, however, '.the 'reason 
was given that it ia the'-coBtoM't(t have 
always a coflin ready at ^ tbe< 'Imperial 
Palace. When the terrible, new^ from 
Meyerling came to yi^i^. , . the oak 
coffin which ho4 been .' in' reaqiiiess ever 
sitwie the'dekth'^of 'ArQhddk^ Franz Karl, 
tho fath«r of.ithQinre8ent lEtnperor, was 
sent toMeyfi];lij^}Qreceivethe reinkkins of 
the dead' intui; and according to tra- 
dition tho'Iitvperial house must not be 
without its empty coffin for hours, in 
order that the inhabitants of the Hof- 
burg may have always an opportunity 
of comparing the vast halls which are 
now their dwelling place with the nar- 
row bod which will be their last resting 
place.

MOKMONISM ' IKCAfeASlko. 

Monnonisni is still very active in its 
work of proselytizing, as is evidi-neod 
by the uuinlicrs of emigrants from the 
north of Europe who land at New York 
every year, and the very eoniiitlerable 
exodus of proselytes from boitio of the 
States east of tho MissisHijipi.

"I have preached and worked agaumt 
them (the mormona) and dftiie^ all'in'my 
power to aroueo the pebplb'^' t6'' action 
against these men, but to no availj You 
see they first interest our people by 
iiieir promises of good homos and rich 
1 mds iu the West, Our pqoplo here 
know nothing but poverty and liard- 
sliip. It is all they con do to live; they 
are in debt, aud tho future lo9ks dark 
and gloomy to many of thom, and they 
eagerly accept any chance to hotter 
Uiuir fortunes. More than one-half of 
their converts are made by glowiny 
ropresen tationsoftheoaBowitliwhiohfoii

The di.soiissiiJii wliioli took placo on 
Wednesday evening in the City Council 
aa to what is uiiJ wliat is not His 
■\Vorship the Mayor's private , corres- 
pondence is more important thoft.itiapi- 
pears. It seems from that discussien' 
that the Mayor received letters from tho 
engineer ciiipldyud by the corporation to 
lay out a .sy.stoin of sewers for tho city, 
contuiiiiiig among ntlier things an oHcr to 
do part of tlio work. Tho Mayor quiet- 
ly put th'nsa letters in his .pocket and 
never s': 1 a word about them. The 
quostioi , can a letter to a public otfi- 
cial on | ■ ilic business bo considered by 
that oliii i.il jirivate ? The lotters were 
evidently not sent to tlio Mayor in his 
private cii^iacity. They wore sent to 
him OS Mayor of the city - qf Victoria.

Mr. CresswcU'H Plan Accejitcd for tho Em- 
liclllshiui'ul of Victoria's Natural I'ark. 

A special meeting of the city coiinci). 
was held last evening . in the Mayor's 
ollice, its object being to consider plans 
received lor the embellishineiiL of Bea- 
con Hill park. 

There were present Mayor fJrant, and

There were li\'e |inipnsiliiins laid bo- 
fore the beard, I'aeli aeei)iiipaiiied by 
carefully pieiiared descripli\c sketches.

His 
proposition was to widen and im|)i'ove 
some of the existing carriage roads; to 
o])en new drives through the jiark and 
in the western, northcrii anil eastern 
parts of the park, the latter being neces- 
sary to |ircvent the eutliiig up of the 
turf; to form a fool pat h along the face 
of the clill', with rustic ste])s at inter- 
vals leading to the beach, and rustic 
arbors overlooking t he water; to fence 
ill tliu whole of the race track around 
Beacon Hill, form footpaths across the 
hill leaving its main features uiitmiclied, 
terraee the face of till' hill, and electa 
pavillioii upon the suminit, with a grand 
stiintl and lookout tower, in the plan, it 
was pro])Oscd to form a large lake near 
the powder magazine uliil to lay out the 
low ground in tlio north-eastern corner 
of tho jmrk as a flower garden wth ter- 
races and a drinking fountain. 'I'he 
main entraiiee to tho park, by Park 
road, was suggested to be by an en 
trance archway and well wooded avenue, 
In the plans ]irovi8ion was made for 
drinking fountains, arbor, rustir seat.s, 
and every other necessity — even a pit for 
the pot bear.
